MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


REVS OPEN 2012 HOME SLATE... 

On Saturday, Portland pays a visit to Gillette Stadium, a place where the Revs have been 
historically tough to beat in home openers ... the Revs have won five-straight home openers 
dating back to 2007 and are 7-3-0 in their first home game of the year since Gillette Stadium 
opened in 2002. 

...WITH A GILLETTE STADIUM DOUBLEHEADER 

Gillette Stadium will host a doubleheader on Saturday - the first multiple-game event day 
since hosting a CONCACAF Gold Cup tripleheader on July 11, 2009 - with Brazil’s and 
Canada’s Women’s National Teams squaring off at 1 p.m., ahead of the Revs' home opener 
against Portland at 4 p.m.... since 2002, Gillette Stadium has hosted five doubleheaders and 
two tripleheaders, and the Revs have picked up at least a point in five of those matches in 
Foxborough. 

TIGHTENING UP LATE 

In 2011, the Revs allowed 34 second-half goals, including a league-high 15 after the 75th 
minute of the game ... so far this season, however, the Revs have only allowed one second- 
half goal, and none in the last third of the second half... three of the team’s four goals allowed 
so far this season have come in the first half. 

SCORING DROUGHT CONTINUES 

After 180 minutes of play this season, the Revs have yet to score a goal ... New England is 
one of three teams who are scoreless in 2011, joining Chivas USA (0 goals, 2 games) and Co¬ 
lumbus (0 goals, 1 game)... adding in minutes from the team’s 2011 season finale at Toronto, 
the Revolution has been held scoreless for the last 224 minutes, which is the 15th longest 
goalless drought in team history ... if the Revs fail to score in the first half on Saturday, the 
streak would push to 269 minutes, tied for seventh all-time in team history ... should the Revs 
be held scoreless all game, the streak would be 314 minutes and would be the fourth longest. 

AN UNFAMILIAR START 

After dropping the first two matches of the season at San Jose and at Sporting Kansas City, 
the Revs find themselves 0-2-0 for the first time since 2004 ... in fact, the club has started the 
season 0-2-0 just five times: 1998 (0-3), 2001 (0-6-0), 2002 (0-2-0), 2004 (0-2-0) and 2012 ... 
in 2002, the Revs snapped the brief skid with a victory at Columbus, while the team picked up 
a draw at New York in 2004 ... only in 1998 (0-3) and 2001 (0-6-0) has the team started the 
season with more than two losses before picking up at least one point. 

SHALRIE COULD CAPTURE ANOTHER CLUB RECORD... 

Shalrie Joseph enters Saturday’s match with 21,566 career minutes played - all with the Revs 
-- and is now just 54 minutes shy of becoming the club’s leader in all-time minutes, passing his 
current coach and former-teammate, Jay Heaps (21,619 minutes)... Joseph entered this sea¬ 
son as the club’s leader in starts (241) and passed Heaps for the club record in appearances 
(245) in the season opener at San Jose on March 10. 

... AND JOSEPH IS LOGGING LOYAL MINUTES FOR THE REVS 

While Shalrie Joseph is on the verge of becoming the club’s career leader in minutes played, 
his record will come with special distinction ... one of only eight active MLS field players who 
have logged 20,000 or more minutes in their careers, Joseph is the only player on the list to 
played every minute of his career with the same club ... Joseph recorded his first minutes with 
the Revs on April 19, 2003 and has played at least 2,000 minutes in eight of his nine previous 
seasons. 

REIS APPROACHING SAVE MILESTONE... 

With four saves at Kansas City on Saturday, Matt Reis is now three saves shy of becoming the 
sixth goalkeeper in MLS history to reach 1,000 saves ... Reis enters Saturday's home opener 
against Portland with 997 saves in 256 career goalkeeper appearances ... Kevin Hartman 
leads all goalkeepers with 1,379 saves, followed by Joe Cannon (1,235), Tony Meola (1,136), 
Nick Rimando (1,068) and Scott Garlick (1,021). 

... AND HE IS TOUGH TO BEAT IN HOME OPENERS 

Matt Reis is 4-1-0 in his Revolution career in home openers at Gillette Stadium, posting an 
0.60 goals against average with three shutouts ... Reis has picked up the win in each of his 
last three home-opener starts, beginning with a six-save shutout against Toronto in 2007, fol¬ 
lowed by wins against Houston (3-0) in 2008 and D.C. (2-1) in 2011 ... Reis missed the home 
openers in both 2009 and 2010 with injuries. 

ALSTON IS MAKING A HABIT OF APPEARANCES 

Kevin Alston leads the club in consecutive appearances, pushing his current streak to a 
team-best 35 matches last Saturday ... after missing the 2011 season opener at LA with a 
hamstring injury, Alston appeared in - and started - the remaining 33 games (a team high) and 
has played at his customary right back spot in the opening two matches of 2012 ... Alstom 
missed multiple games in 2010 (eight) and 2009 (four) with persistent hamstring injuries, but 
has rebounded the last two seasons. 


ALMOST FULL TEAM OF NEW FACES 

In only two games, nine players have already made their Revolution debuts: Blake Brett- 
schneider, Fernando Cardenas, John Lozano, Lee Nguyen, Tyler Polak, Kelyn Rowe, Saer 
Sene, Clyde Simms and Jeremiah White ... seven of those players debuted on March 10 at 
San Jose in the season opener, while Sene and White made their first Revs appearances this 
past weekend in Kansas City. 

BACKLINE BALANCING ACT CONTINUES 

After back-to-back games of changes to the preferred backline, Jay Heaps will once again 
have to improvise this week against Portland ... with Stephen McCarthy red-carded on Sat¬ 
urday in Kansas City, he will be unavailable against the Timbers, while Darrius Barnes (L calf 
strain) and John Lozano (R hip flexor strain) are listed as OUT on the team's Tuesday injury 
report... only one true center back is healthy and available for Saturday's game - A.J. Soares 
... usual outside backs Kevin Alston (right back) and Chris Tierney (left back), however, are 
healthy and available. 

SEEING RED EARLY 

One season removed from setting a new club record for red cards with 10 in 2011, the Revs 
picked up their first red card of the 2012 season on Saturday night... Stephen McCarthy was 
issued his first career ejection in the 14th minute, continuing the trend from last season ... the 
Revs saw their first red card of the season in the fourth game of 2011 when then-rookie A.J. 
Soares was ejected on April 6 at Vancouver... the team then had nine more players sent off 
throughout the season. 

SUITCASE CATCHES A BREAK THIS WEEK... BUT WILL BE USED AGAIN SOON 

Beginning the 2012 season with four of its first five matches on the road, the Revolution will 
catch a quick break at home this weekend against Portland ... Saturday's match will be the 
only home game in a five-week span from March 10 to April 5 ... after opening the season with 
two road games at San Jose and Kansas City, the Revs will visit LA and Dallas in upcoming 
weeks ... after returning home from the LA-Dallas road trip, the team will have already trav¬ 
eled 13,290 air miles in the first four weeks of the season ... including the team's preseason 
trip to Tucson, Ariz., that immediately preceded the season opener at San Jose, the Revs will 
have traveled 18,030 air miles from the end of February through early April. 

2012 VICTORY SONG ANNOUNCED 

“New England Revolution Anthem," written and performed by Abington, Mass., resident 
Josephin Shlomit Madden, will be played throughout Gillette Stadium this season after every 
Revolution home win ... Madden, a 10-year season ticket holder, is slated to perform the song 
ahead of the Revs' home opener against Portland on Saturday ... a video link to Josephin’s 
“New England Revolution Anthem" is available via YouTube and a video link to a brief inter¬ 
view with sound bytes is available at revolutionsoccer.net. 

MARCH MADNESS 

The season opener on March 10 marked the earliest start in league history, and by month's 
end, the Revs will have played four matches - two more in the month of March than any other 
season ... the Revs first played two games in March in 2000, and then had a pair of March 
matches again in 2009 and 2011... in 14 total matches in the month of March, the Revs 
have struggled to win, compiling a 4-7-3 mark all-time with a 1.06 goals against average ... 
conversely, the team has only scored 0.93 goals per game in March. 

WHITE LONG TIME COMING 

Jeremiah White, whom the Revs drafted in the third round of the 2004 MLS SuperDraft, finally 
signed with the club earlier this month and made his MLS debut on Saturday at Kansas City 
... although no hard statistics exist on the time between being drafted and signing with a club, 
MLS believes White holds the league record for longest time between the two events ... White 
originally with Serbia’s OFK Beograd out of Wake Forest after initially passing on MLS ... after 
stops in Greece (Panserraiko), France (FC Gueugnon), Denmark (AGF Aarhus, with fellow 
Rev Benny Feilhaber) and Saudi Arabia (Al-Ettifaq), White most recently played with Poland’s 
GKS Belchatow 

GOING WITH THE FLO 

German right back Florian “Flo" Lechner is expected to officially join the Revolution later this 
week after obtaining his U.S. P-1 Visa and officially being added to the team’s MLS roster on 
Tuesday ... he was signed on a free transfer from 2 Bundesliga side Karlsruher SC on March 
14 ... Lechner comes to MLS after spending his entire professional career in Germany ... he 
made 12 league appearances and two starts in the DFB Cup in the second half of 2011 with 
Karlsruher SC ... Lechner spent the majority of his career at VfB Stuttgart, where he helped 
the club gain repeated promotion from the third division of German soccer to the Bundesliga. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
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the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps remains the club’s 
all-time leader in minutes (21,619) and is second in appearances (243) and starts (238). 

TRANSITIONING TIMES 

With preseason concluded, several players have switched positions under new head coach 
Jay Heaps ... Stephen McCarthy has transitioned from central midfielder to primarily central 
defense, and Chris Tierney transitioning to primarily a left back from left midfield, although 
he could still see time on the midfield wing ... additionally, Mike Roach has moved to central 
midfield after playing primarily as a forward in college. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.), Tim Murray (Haverhill, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State. 

PRESEASON RECAP 

The Revs capped an undefeated preseason with a 6-0-1 record ... the team went 3-0-1 against 
MLS competition, including a 1-0-1 mark against defending MLS Cup champions, the LA Gal¬ 
axy, and wins against the New York Red Bulls and Real Salt Lake ... the team's seven-week 
preseason schedule including an 11-day training trip to Casa Grande, Ariz., and a two-week 
trip to Tucson, Ariz., for the FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup.

OTHER NEW FACES ON THE BENCH 

In addition to the new players, there are several other new faces around the Revolution locker 
room this year... assistant coach Jay Miller is Jay Heaps’ primary assistant, coming to the 
Revs with more than 30 years of professional coaching experience, including time with U.S. 
Soccer... Nick Downing has joined the staff as the club’s first-ever Strength & Conditioning 
coach ... the former Revs defender retired in 2005 and has been a certified personal trainer 
specializing in soccer and sport-specific training since. 


BABY-FACED ASSASSIN 

Rookie midfielder Kelyn Rowe - age 20 and whom the Revs selected with the third overall 
pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft out of UCLA - was the Revs’ surprising leading scorer in pre¬ 
season with four goals and four assists in six games played ... Rowe factored in his first Revs 
goal just 38 minutes into his competitive action after sending a cross in against FC Tucson 
which Sainey Nyassi converted ... in two games against Boston College, Rowe recorded two 
goals (on Feb. 10) and two assists (on Feb. 15) in a pair of wins ... at the FC Tucson Desert 
Diamond Cup, Rowe had one assist against LA on Feb. 22, and both goals against New York 
on Feb. 25 ...
